LABOURER’S APPEAL DISMISSED 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN AND MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered m favour 
of the defendant and respondent in the appeal 
brought by the plaintiff in the case of James 
labourer, against Samuel Cope, 
from a decision of Special Commissioners 
Overend, K.C., and Shannon, K.C., affirming 
an order made by the Circuit Court Judge of 
Kildare dismissing the plaintiff’s civil bill 
action claiming £100 damages for personal 
injuries sustained through the alleged neghi- 
gence of the defendant, whereby a gate on 
the defendant’s yard fell on the plaintiff, 
causing seyere personal injuries. 

The plaintiff, an old man, it appeared, had 
purchased some coal from the defendant and 
paid for it, and obtained an order from the 
defendant for the coal, which was in the yard. 
When the plaintiff came for the coal, and was 
about to enter the yard, he pushed the gate 
partially open, and then three stall-fed cattle 
rushed for the opening to ‘get out, with the 
result that the gate fell upon the plaintiff. 

The cattle had been sent to the yard by 
a man named Mahon with the consent of the 
defendant, to be weighed, and a man named 
Coogan, in Mahon’s employment, on seeing 

plaintiff at the gate, told him to open it 
the cattle out. ‘The alleged neghgence 
on the part of the defendant was that he did 
nol make proper provision for the protection 
oi anyone about to enter the vard when the 
cattle, in a wild and excited state, were being 
released after heing weighed. 

lt had also heen suggested that the cattle 
had been affected by having seen or smelt 
blood in the yard, where pigs had been 
Slaughtered. 

The Chief Justice. delivering the unani- 
mous judgment of the Court, said that he 
was of opinion that the case for the plaintiff 
and appellant was not sustained by the evi- 
dence, which his lordship reviewed in detail. 
He held that the plaintiff had not come to the 
vard on the invitation of the defendant under 
the circumstances, and that that point was 
out of the case. He was also of opinion 
that the rushing out of the cattle was due to 
the plaintiff having partially opened the gate; 
that there was no evidence to show that the 
unimals were affected by the sight or smell 
of blood, or that there had been pigs recently 
slanghtered in the yard. According to the 
evidence, the cattle had shown no signs of 
wildness or dangerous propensity whatever ; 
they were standing in the yard waiting to get 
out in a perfectly quiet and normal condition. 
It anal to him also that Coogan, Mahon’s 
man, who gave directions for the opening of 
the gate, was not the servant of the defen- 
dant, as had been suggested, but the servant 
' Mahon. 

His lordship was inclined to think, on 
the evidence before them, that the old man 
unfortunately brought the trouble on himself 
by only partially opening the gate, and it 
seemed to him that the question of negligence 
entirely failed. He therefore agreed with the 
learned Circuit Judge who had dismissed the 
civil bill, and with the decision of the Special 
(‘ommissioners, Who had disagreed, in affirm. 
ing the order made by the Circuit Judge, and, 
ut his Opinion, the appeal should be dismissed, 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan and Mr. Justice 
Meredith concurred. 

The appeal, accordingly, 
with costs.

— 


ALLEGED MISREPRESENTA- 
TION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 
duURY. 


An action was heard in which the Rev. 
Gwynne 8 B. Mack, of Alma road, Monks- 
town, Co. Dublin, claimed 

Mr. John Lake Kerr, of A “t. use, 
Charleston road, Rathmines, Dublin, for 
alleged fraudulent misrepresentation on th 
sale of 40 founders’ shares in the Automatic 
Candle and General Trust Lid. The defen- 
dant in his defence denied that he made such 
representations, that the plaintiff was in- 
duced thereby to purchase the sbares and 
said that if he made the representations he 
honestly believed them to be true. 

Mr. Dockrell, K.C., who, with Mr. J. 8, H. 
Russell (instructed by Mr. T. P. Robinson), 
appeared for the plaintiff, stated, in opening 
the case, that the plaintiff was a clergyman 
of the Church of Ireland and the defendant 
was a gentleman who invented some sort of 
process to manufacture candies at a 
tremendous rate, and apparently at that time 
it was thought that it was a wonderful in- 
vention. The defendant formed a private 
company for the purpose of manufacturing 
candi. This company was registered on 
the 20th March, 1926, in the Free State, as 
a private company, and it was stated in the 
prospectus that the founders would not 
accept £1 for every farthing of the nominal 
amount of the founders’ shilling shares so 
that it might be taken that at that time Mr. 
Kerr, the inventor, took a rosy view of his 
invention. , i 

The facts, said Mr. Doekrell, so far as his 
client, the plaintiff, was concerned, were that 
in June last the Rev. Mr. Mack was in 
Dublin with a friend, the Rev. Mr. Madden, 
who was rector at the Curragh, Kildare, and 
Protestant Chaplain to the Free State Forces. 
They met a gentleman called O'Leary in 
Grafton street, and as the result of a conver- 
sation with Mr. O'Leary they met the defen- 
dant in Hynes’s Restaurant. There Mr. Kerr 
told Mr. Mack about this invention and about 
this company, and he told Mr. Mack that the 
invention was as good as sold to a certain 
company who only wanted to see the wax 
going in and the candle coming ont before 
settling down to the' terms of the purchase. 
He .told him also that the patent of the 
invention would be sold by the end of August. 
The two misrepresentations that the plaintiff 
relied on were that the company’s invention 
was as good as sold to a certain company who 
only wanted to see the wax going in and the 
candle coming out, before settling down to 
the terms of purchase; and that the patent 
would be sold by the end of August, 1926, 
and that+the plaintiff would then have his 
money back at a handsome premium. ose 
were the representations, and Mr. Kerr said 
it was only a question of accountancy 
whether the patent was sold for one million 
or two milhons, and that, as a special 
kindness, he would sell to Mr. Mack 40 of his 
founders’ shares at £5; that was to say that as 
it special favour to the plaintiff he would sell 
40 of these shilling shares for £200. 

Subsequently, on the 21st June, 1926, Mr. 
Mack paid the defendant £200 and got a 
receipt. Mr. Madden, apparently, was 
induced to take some shares on the same 
occasion, and paid a sum of money to the 
defendant. That happened in June, and the 
defendant had in his possession two letters, 
one written on the 5th May, 1926, and one 
en the 17th May, from a corporation known 
as Candles, Ltd., telling Mr. Kerr that his 
invention was not a commercial proposition, 
and, in the teeth of those letters, and with 
that knowledge, the defendant made these 
statements to Mr. Mack in June, 1926. 

Counsel read correspondence in connection 
with the invention from Candles, Ltd., to 
the defendant and said that in September 
the defendant appeared to be anxious to press 
a further kindness on Mr. Mack, and sug- 
gested that Mr. Mack might like a seat on 
the board and could obtain one by taking 
1,000 Preference shares. On the rd 
November the plaintiff began to get anxious 
about the position of his £200, and subse- 
quently his solicitor wrote asking for the 
return of the money. That was refused, and 


this action was brought. 
THE PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE. 


The plaintiff was then called and gave 
evidence bearing out his counsel's statement. 
He stated that he believed the defendant’s 
statement that the machine was as good as 
sold and that he would get his money back 
at the end of August. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, K.

Norman Potterton), appeared for 
fendant, the plaintiff said that the 
was now in some place about the 
Gloucester place, but he had never gone to 
see it, or sent an expert to see it. 

Mr. Lynch—Do you not think that in 
justice to this gentleman whom you charge 
with fraud that you should have got someone 
to see this machine and find out whether it 
was a genuine machine or a dud ?—No. 

How much did the Rev. Mr. Madden pay 
for his founder’s shares ?—£5 apiece. 

You know that he has brought no action 
for fraud ?—I do. 

The Rev. R. C. Madden gave evidence of 
the interview with the defendant on the 
occasion referred to. and stated that he forgot 
how many candles a minute the machine 
would turn out, but, as well as he remem- 
bered, he said: ‘‘That will wipe out the 
Shannon scheme.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Lynch—You had better be careful or 
they might say that you made representa- 
tions in a moment. (Laughter.) 

This closed the case for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Lynch asked for a direction on the 
ground that there was no evidence @f false 
representation of fact, and that if there was, 
there was no evidence that the representa- 
tions were untrue to the knowledge of the 
person making them, which was essential in 
an action for fraud. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that he thought 
it would be inadvisable for him to stop the 
case. He would allow it to go on and 
reserve Mr. Lynch’s rights of objection. 

Mr. Lynch, in the presentation of his case 
to the jury, referted to the small beginnings 
of a great many commercial enterprises 
and the factors on which their suc- 
cess depended, and _ said that — this 
invention which was here referred to was 
intended to turn out candles at a much more 
rapid and cheaper rate than had ever been 
done by any machine previously. made. It 
had been patented, he thought, in almost 
every country in the world by the inventor, 
against whom nothing could be said, except 
that he was an Irishman and a Dublin man. 
When the defendant went to England to give 
a demonstration of his machine he was delaved 
hy the coal strike. Counsel believed that 
if the plaintiff had gone to see this machine 
working in Dublin, or had sent an expert to 
see it, that he never would have come to 
Court with the present action and say that 
the defendant was guilty of fraud. The 
plaintiff paid his ae | on - gi 
with his eyes open, because is w 
private ‘elameny, and he would not be allowed 
to transfer his shares until certain financial 
arrangements had been completed. There 
was no deception about it. 

Arthur O'Leary. a commercial agent, of 
Cope street, Dublin, giving evidence Of the 
interview referred to, said that no results 
were to be anticipated until after the sale 
of the invention. The defendant said “that a 
certain company was nibbling at it; but did 
not say that it was as good as sold. The 
words that the company only wanted to see 
the wax going in and the candle coming out 
were not used. The defendant put no time 
limit on the sale, and there was no question of 
accountancy mentioned 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dockrell, the witness 
said that 2,000 founders’ shares were allotted: 
to him in conjunction with those allotted to 
others at the same time. He had sold 
probably twenty of them at £5- apiece.

A more satisfactory direct index of im- 
provement in internal trade will be found in 
the increase in the freight traffic carried on 
the Great Southern Railways. Freight traffic 
increased from 133,400,000 ton-miles in the 
ten months ended ó1st, October, 1926, to 
147,800,000 ton-miles in the corresponding 
period of 1927, an increase of 10.8 per cent. 

UNEMPLOYMENT. 

For reasons which have often been ex. 
plained neither the total volume nor the 
trend of unemployment were in past years 
correctly reflected in the employment ex- 
change figures, From July, 1926, a minor 
change in the regulations under the U. J. 
Acts have resulted in very much improved 
Statistics, which, if they still understate un- 
employment, may be taken as correctly re- 
flecting the trend of employment in insured 
mdnstries. These figures show that in the 
four months July to October, 1927, the 
average number of books remaining lodged 
was 22,555, compared with 25,922 in the cor- 
responding period of 1926, a decline equivalent 
to 13.1 per cent. .

It must be specially noted that these 
figures do not represent the total of unem- 
ployment; they are of value in showing the 
nature of the change taking place between 
the periods examined in respect of certain 
groups in industry. 

The unemployment problem, as a whole, 
calls for most careful consideration and close 
investigation. The decision of the Govern- 
ment to appoint a “Committee of Inquiry has 
met with general approval. We hope that 
their labours will have some tangible result. 

OVERSEAS EMIGRATION. 

Emigration statistics show a decline in 
the number of persons who emigrated over- 
seas from Saorstat Eireann from 26,635 in 
the first ten months of 1926 to 23,897 in 
the same period of 1927, a decrease of 10.3 
per cent. 

GENERAL SUMMARY. 

These are the facts which I have been able 
to ascertain, and which I put before you for 
your consideration. I hope that you will 
agree with me that the situation is by no 
means without encouragement, 

There is no desire on my part to ignore 
unpleasant features; I do not wish to sug- 
gest that there are not serious difficulties 
ahead.

A NOTE OF OPTIMISM. 
THE PASSING OF THE BOGIE 
MAN. 

Mr, David Barry, Vice-President, seconded 
the motion for the adoption of the report. 
Mr. John Mackie said that the report was 
a notable record cf useful work accomplished 
for the mercantile community. A great deal 
of the credit for that excellent work should 
be ascribed to the President, who had freely 
placed his great organising ability, with his 
wide range of knowledge, at the disposal of 
the Chamber. It was a good example to 
shortsighted folk who abstained from taking 
any part in the public service. He liked the 
note of optimism struck by the President. 
It seemed to him that satisfactory progress 
was being made by this country, and that the 
varying elements in the community were 
beginning to understand and respect each 
other. and that the stock of the bogie man 
was falling. It was also a gratifying fact 
that the President had been chosen as a 

member of the Currency Commission. 

At the meeting which Mr. Blvthe attended 
in that room on December 2nd last one of 
the most significant facts was that the 
Minister for Finance disclosed first to the 
Chamber of Commerce the terms on which 
the Second National Loon was being issued. 
That was as it should be, and it showed 
the friendly relations which an enlightened 
policy had established between the Chamber 
and the Executive Cvuncil. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The membership of the Chamber, at pre- 
sent, was about 900. He often wondered 
whether it would be possible to raise the 
membership to, say, 5,000, if every one of 
the present members made a resolute en- 
deavour to obtain one or two new members. 
Tha facilities afforded by this Chamber 
should be a great inducement, particularly 
to country business men. Looking over the 
list of members, and noting the age to which 
they have attained, he found that there were 
still 43 members whose length of member- 
ship ranged between 40 and 61 years. His 
comment on that was that it was particularly 
safe to become a member of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Lionel Smith Gordon expressed his 
admiration for the President’s industry and 
capacity, as shown by the. collection of so 
much significar’ data and figures, which he 
had so clearly put bef the meeting. His 
statement showed that he had burnt the mid- 
night oil, and that, coupled with the report 
of the Council, proved that the President 
and the Council held no sinecure. 

IMPORTANT WORK. 

Up to a few years ago the work of the 
Council and the officers was not much heeded 
hy people outside, but of. late years the 
Chamber's work had come to be regarded as 
something of definite importance, and as 
something that they would all like to share 
in. The Jast two yeats were really an in- 
teresting period of their history. They were 
building up the country almost from the 
ground floor, and he thought they were doing 
it remarkably well. While they should not 
indulge in too much optimism, yet pessimism 
was not to be given way to. The problems 
that the country had to face were not peculiar 
to Ireland. Other countries, too, had their 
own difticult problems, and their people had 
to tackle them. Ireland had to-day no -prob- 
lem before it that did not exist in a much 
more acute degree in England. Let Irishmen 
be not too optimistic or too pessimistic about 
their own’ affairs because they were their 
own,

LOOKING ELSEWHERE. 

The Chamber of Commerce, working with 
the Government, he thought, had changed that 
attitude. Sometimes the position in this 
country could best be judged by getting out- 
side it and seeing what was happening else- 
where. He had just returned from a visit to 
America. He was there before the National 
Loan was issued, and it was extremely gratify- 
ing to him to have noticed the change that 
had taken place in American opinion with 
regard to this country. One prominent 
American citizen said to him: “ You people 
are not headline news any longer.” He (Mr. 
Smith Gordon) took that as a great compli- 


ment. They were headline news only when 


some of their people indulged in murder, 
brigandage, or other forms of crime—in other 
words, they had become one of the recognisea 
civilised countries of the world. That was a 
great achievement 

BEST BORROWERS. 

But there were other things to be proud 
of. The Free State was able to borrow money 
at 5 per cent, while several European coun- 
tries were borrowing in America and paying 
from 64 to 84 per cent. interest for it. rat 
Chambei had contributed to that. 

The report was adopted. 

On the motion of Mr. William Taylor 
Messrs. Craig, Gardner and Co. were re- 
elected auditors. 

Messrs. M. J. O'Reilly, J. McDaniel, J. J. 
Doran, F. Wallen, M. J. McGann, and P. J. 
H. Lyster were appointed scrutineers of a 
ballot to be taken for the election of ten 
members to fill vacancies on the Council. 

INCOME TAX RELIEF. 

Mr. Summerfield, moving the thanks of the 
meeting to the President and members of 
the Council for the manner in which they had 
discharged their duties during the past year, 
said that the trading community of the State 
owed a yo” debt of gratitude to Mr. Eason 
and his colleagues for their good work in 
connection with the obtaining of income tax 
relief and the tightening up of the bankruptcy 
laws, which would make it more difficult for 
dishonest traders to do injury to merchants 
than in the past. 

Mr. Joseph Halpin seconded, and the reso 
lution was passed.

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| THE BISHOP. OF 
TUAM. 


ENTHRONEMENT AT 
KILLALA. 


-——- ——— 


The enthronement of the recently elected 
Bishop oi Tuam, Killala and Achonry, the 
Right Rev. John Mason Harden, M.A,, D.D., 
LL.D., took place on Tuesday afternoon in 
St. Patrick's Cathedral Church, Killala, when 
a large congregation was present irom all the 
neighbouring parishes. 

e processional hymn was “All people 
that on earth do dwell.’’ The opening prayers 
were recited by Dean Landy, and the Rev. J. 
Jackson, Castlebar, read the Archbishop's 
mandate, after which the Bishop’ made the 
usual statutory declaration. The Ven. Arch- 
deacon Colvin then conducted the Bishop to 
the throne, where the declaration of enthrone- 
ment was made. Evening Prayer was then 
said, and the hymn “‘ For Christ to learn, for 
Christ to teach ” was sung. 

THE SERMON. 

Preaching afterwards, the Bishop said that 
in these times they needed to be reminded 
that a right faith was essential. If they of the 
Church of Ireland were in places few, and 
they were few, they were also the outposts of 
that Church, and if the outpost was a place of 
danger it was also a place of privilege and 
responsibility. lf they had inherited a 
glorious heritage of faith, they had also in- 
herited a glorious inheritance of worship. The 
worship of the Church of Ireland was simply 
Protestant, and in the true sence of the word 
catholic. Let them see to that that they 
valued it and were loyal to it. These were 
the main essentials. Great numbers were not 
always or in anyways necessary for great 
devotion, and true reverence and devotion 
may be just as rea) where two or three were 
gathered in the Saviour’s name. 

Another essential was loyalty; that was to 
say to the rules and directions of the Church. 
No prayer book that was ever devised by tha 
art of man could regulate everything. There 
were some things that were left to indi- 
viduals; in other things definite rules were 
laid down. In the latter case they of the 
wergy had no true choice. There may be 
some things in the Canons or Rubrics to which 
the individual may a He was of course 
at liberty; it was perfectly within his choice 
to work for alteration by every legitimate 
means in his power, but as long as the rule 
remained unaltered he was bound to obey it 
At the same time unanimity of their service 
was not necessary, nor even was it desirous. 
Therefore, when they. saw something new, 
something that they had not seen before, they 
should never imagine that it was necessarilv 
wrong in itself. 

TRIFLING VARIATIONS. 

There was no doubt that in the Church of 
Lreland they were often inclined to attach 
too much importance to trifling variations. 
He was talking more of what he knew of the 
Church of Ireland as a whole, If the essen- 
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above all they must impress upon themselves 
that worship itself was essential to religion, 
and one of the qualities that could not be 
done without. They did not worship God 
because it did them good, but because it 
was a duty incumbent upon them as God's 
creatures. It was well that they should 
“remember that service for others was not the 
whole of religion, but it was a very essential 
part. What they could do in the way of 
helping others must be different in different

SOLVING THE HOUSING 
PROBLEM. 


A SUCCESSFUL DUBLIN 
VENTURE. 

The Rev. D. H. Hall, B.D.; President of 
the Linen Hall Public Utility Society, Ltd., 
presided at the second ordinary general meet- 
ing of the Society in St. Paul's Parochial 
Hall, Blackhall parade, Dublin, last night. 

The Rev. E. H. Young, B.D., Chairman of 
the Committee, read the report and statement 
of accounts. The necessary amount of loan 
stock had been subscribed, and the list was 
now closed. he generous support of the 
Representative Church Body of the Church 
of [reland, which invested £6,000 in loan 
stock since the last annual-meeting, was a 
great help and encouragement. The receipts 
went, to £18,601 lds. 9d., while the ex- 
penditure totalled £17,729 4s. 10d. 

The Chairman said that the Society was 
now beginning to get the full benefit of the 
rents, and would begin, at once, to reduce 
outstanding capital. This would be done 
gradually. As the estimates had been exceeded 
by £1,200 on the original prospectus, it 
meant that there would be £1,000 to pay off 
in the next five years. Theg there would be 
a steady increase in the súrplus each year. 
As worked out, the scheme was perfectly 
sound from the beginning. It would, he 
said, be of advantage to get people to sur- 
render their loan stock voluntarily during the 
present year, and, if possible, get £1,000 
paid off. If this were done, as in his own 
case, the money would be free to put into 
another scheme starting in Rathmines. 

OWNERS IN TWENTY YEARS. 

They should look upon the whole property 
as their own, to be properly cared and looked 
after. Normally it would have been im- 
possible for workingmen to save up the 
equivalent of £400. In twenty ‘years they 
would become owners of their present houses, 
with nothing more than the cost of upkeep 
and repair. 

On the motion of Mr. J. Bolster, seconded 
by Miss Jellett, the report and statement of 
accounts was adopted. 

The Rev. R. 8. Griffin paid a tribute to 
the members of the Committee. It 
was wonderful the amount of social service 
they had put into it. They had given people 
a chance of living as they should live in an 
oasis of decent houses in a very poor neigh- 
bourhood. ve 

The Committee were working in the in- 
terests of the tenants, whom he asked to co- 
operate in keeping up the value of the 
property. If they allowed tenants to take in 
lodgers the value of the houses would even- 
tually go down. 

BETTER LIGHTING. 

“With regard to the poorer districts,” 
Mr. Griffin proceeded, “I think it is a shame 
that they are not better lighted. Half the 
misery and drabness of the streets comes 
from lack of lighting. I think it should be 
strongly suggested to the Commissioners that 
the poorer districts of the city should be 
better lighted than the better-off districts.”’

SOME NEW INHABITANTS, 


LANGUAGE AND SONGS 
OF BIRDs.

'The conversion of the old aguarium into 
a reptile house has been the outstanding 
feature oí the past year in the records of 
the Roya! Zoological Society of Ireland, 
Mr. G. Vaughan Hart, Secretary of the 
Society, stated yesterday, in giving the 
report for the year 1927, at the annual 
meeting of the Society, in the Royal 
College of Surgeons, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin. 

The gate receipts for 1927 were consider- 
ably less than those for 1926; a total of 
160,365 persons, including members of the 
Society, visited the Gardens, and £35,964 
2s. 3d. was received in gate money. This re- 
duction in the number of visitors may be 
attributed. to ‘the wet summer months, and 
not to any loss of interest in the “' Zoo.”’ 
A similar reduction in the attendance was 
noticed in all public entertainments held 
chiefly in the open air. The attendance, 
however, is well above the average of the 
previous ten years. 

The bank overdraft, which amounted to 
£161 2s. 7d. on December 3lst, 1926, has 
been increased to £601 6s. 3d. The Go- 
vernment grant has been increased, for 
which the Council is deeply grateful. But 
for the expenditure on the new reptile house 
the finances of the Society would be in a 
more satisfactory position; and the diffe- 
rence between the overdraft in 1926 and the 
overdraft at the end of 1927 is really re- 
presented by the expenditure on the reptile 
house, which was not covered by special 
subscriptions. 

There has been a decrease in membership, 
the actual receipts from this source being 
£21 less than in the year 1926. The Coun- 
cil hopes that: all members will make an 
effort this year to persuade their friends to 
join the Society. 

During the year the Society lost a most 
valued member in Sir Frederick Shaw, who 
had been a member of the Council for a 
long time, and whose wide experience ahd 
knowledge of affairs made him such an ac- 
quisition to the Society. 

The extent to which the Gardens have 
benefited by Sir Robert Woods's visit to 
Malaya in the last year of his Presidency 
was not fully apparent until this year. While 
in Singapore he aroused such an interest in 
the Society in Mr. W. G. Stirling that, 
through that gentleman, the Council were 
able to purchase a number of animals, in- 
cluding an elephant, at a price far below 
their true value. 

From East Africa came contributions from 
Mr. Cooke, Dr. Callanan, and Mr. Gamble, 
and exchanges were effected between the 
Gardens and the Canadian National Parks, 
Toronto, and the Calcutta Zoological 
Society. 


THE MONKEY HOUSE. 

The monkey house; being the centre of 
attraction in the Gardens, Mr. Hart gave de- 
tails in connection with the inmates. 

Gordon, the chimpanzee, is growing 
stronger year by year, and it has become so 
difficult to get him back into his cage that 
his walks about the Gardens had to be given 
up. The young chimpanzee, Balbriggan, 
mentioned in the last report, was never very 
robust, and died early in the year. His 
place has been taken by a beautiful lady, 
called Esme, presented by Mr. Geoffrey 
Parker. She now attracts more  at- 
tention than Gordon, is much more active, 
and asks for nothing better than a large 
audience to watch her showing off. 

Another feature of the monkey house is a 
young orang utan, ''Bill,” presented by Sir 
obert Woods. He. is very healthy, but 
seems, like all his race, to be less active 
than a chimpanzee of the same age. 

In the Roberts House are to be seen two 
new animals—a pair of binturong, presented 
by Sir Robert Woods. Mr. Stirling says 
that they are sometimes kept as pets in 
their native country; they eat a good deal 
of fruit, but there is something about their 
appearance whicn suggests that they would 
not be good companions for chickens. 

A pair of new zebras, Chapman's, were 
iven by Mr. James MacKelvie, and they

year. 

A pair of Canadian lynxes were purchased, 
and are housed in an outside cage of the 
monkey house. They are still very shy, and 
it is sometimes easier to hear, than to see, 
them. 

When the new reptile house has been 
opened it will be found to contain a varied 
and interesting collection, among which are 
chameleons. monitors, tortoises, lizards, 
crocodiles and snakes, including one poisonous 
snake and a black cobra, from Malaya. 


EXTREMELY SATISFACTORY. 

Mr. Alfred Delap seconded the adoption 
of the report. 

In putting the motion to the meeting Pro 
fessor Francis Dixon said that he considered 
it an extremely satisfactory report, and that 
very much of the credit for it was due to 
Mr. Hart's hard work and his interest in the 
Society. They were also deeply indebted to 
sMr. Cecil Pim, the honorary treasurer, who 
looked after the financial side of affairs. He 
then thanked Dr. Ferrar and the members 
of the staff of the Gardens for their services 
during the year. 

The action of the Government in increas- 
ing the annual grant, he said, has given all 
very great satisfgction and encouragement, 
showing that the Government recognises the 
importance of the Zoological Gardens to 
Ireland. The Society owes an incalculable 
debt to the enthusiasm and optimism of Sir 
Robert Woods, and to nis equally great 
generosity. Irishmen at home and abroad 
have done more than their share for the 
Gardens. I wish, Professor Dixon concluded, 
that more people would think about becom- 
ing members; an increase in membership is 
the thing that is most important at the 
present time. 

The silver medal for the photographic com- 
petition was awarded to Miss Eileen 
Gilchrist. 

BIRD LANGUAGE. 

Professor Charles Patten then gave a most 
interesting lecture on ‘‘ The Language of 
Birds,” illustrated by lantern slides. 

The lecture, which was mainly intended 
for the juvenile members of the audience, 
was opened with some simple explanations 
of the structure of the vocal organs of birds, 
and with slides showing how much less 
difficulty there is for the bird in -the way 
of voice-production than there is for human 
beings. 

In the case of the well-known garden birds, 
there are three kinds of notes—the note of 
alarm, the call-note, and the song. The note 
of alarm has developed, as most notes have 
developed, in connection with battle. This 
note will not carry far—as far as the call- 
note. It is given cut when the birds are 
at close quarters, and is never developed 
into a long-distance note. The call-note is 
the most musical of all, and is heard in the 
cries of the young for warmth and protection. 
This note is developed best in the shore 
birds, who are quite defenceless, and adopt 
wonderful tactics in conveying warning— 
whistling to one another at long distances. 

No one who has analysed the song of a 
bird has ever been able to detect in it a 
note of sympathy. Sympathy has been sup- 
planted entirely by a men á of emulation 
and defiance, and the notes are given out 
with a great amount of re-t. 


THE BLACKBIRD LEADS. : 

For beauty of song, the blackbird is easily 
the first; in duration of períormance the 
thrush leeds; one has been known to sing 
for sixteen hours on end. Tlie robin’s song 
is misleading, conveying u> idea of the 
singer’s pugnacious nature. The lark is able 
to give us his notes while his wings are 
vibrating at a great rate, so wonderful is 
his ama, and breathing apparatus.

IN DUBLIN. 


THE EDUCATION OF 
APPRENTICES. 


. 
-“ 


It is a curious fact that the manifold 
activities of the Dublin technical schools 
remain unknown to the great majority of the 
citizens. Our account a fortnight ago of the 
manner in which the Parnell square school is 
training young men and women to be chefs, 
waiters and waitresses was a revelation to 
many people. 

Another fact which is not generally known 
is the extent to which the schools afford 
training in shirt-making, machine clothes 
manufacture, dressmaking and ladies’ tailor- 
ing. The training in shirt-making and 
machine clothes manufacture occupies a six 
months’ course. At present thirteen girls are 
learning clothes manufacture, while the 
number learning shirt-making is twelve. 

These girls are taught all the processes, and 
have at their Hecenet power-driven machines. 
The courses were started in July, 1926, and 
the result so far is that forty-eight girls have 
been placed in employment directly on the 
completion of their course. 

Dressmaking and _ ladies’ tailoring is a one 
year’s course, for which scholarship allowances 
of 3s. per week are offered. It has been 
instituted for girls between the age of fourteen 
and fifteen in drapery éstablishments and 
trades warerooms, and we are informed that 
managers of Grafton street drapery establish- 
ments have agreed to employ these girls in 
their warerooms at the completion of their 
training. 

DAY APPRENTICES. 

City Commissioner Hernon, whose section 
of municipal government is concerned with 
technical instruction, informs us that there 
are at present the following numbers of day 
apprentices in the different trades studying 
at the Bolton street schools :— 

Carpentry and joinery, 20. 

Cabinetmaking, 

Electrical engineering, 22. 

Painting and decorating, 16. 

Motor car engineering, 30, 

Plumbing, 16. 

Printing, 10. 

Sheet metal work, 10. 

Quantity surveying, 12. 

Bricklaying, 6. 

Brass finishing, 8. 

Under this day scheme scholarships are 
offered to boys between 14 and 16 years of 
age; after after two years’ attendance at the 
schools they are placed with outside firms as 
third-year apprentices. 

There is a special long course in motor en- 
gineering for student teachers who desire to 
qualify for posts as instructors in this branch 
of work. This course is held at the Bolton 
street Schools under the auspices of the De- 
partment of Education, and in connection with 
its inauguration considerable structural ex- 
tensions were carried out in the existing 
garage and workshop accommodation. At 
present there are twenty pupils attending the 
course. 

A new feature at these schools is the up-to- 
date film projector, which will be in full work- 
ing order on the Wth inst. Instructional 
films will be shown during class hours, dealing 
with motor engineering, electrical engineering, 
road-making, and many other subjects. The 
projector also will be used in the domestic 
economy and women’s trades classes. 

AIMS OF THE CLASSES. 

“The education of apprentices,” said Com- 
missioner Hernon, ‘‘has a very important 
bearing upon the future of industry in this 
country, and that is because, without proper 
training, good workmen cannot be produced 
who would be capable of competing to the 
highest standard with workmen of other 
countries. The work that is being carried on 
under the direction of the Commissioners at 
these schools is based on sound and broad 
lines. 

‘We educate for industry, having as our 
object the development of manual dexterity 
together with intelligence and understanding, 
Our day apprentices are being trained to the 
highest point of efficiency in industrial 
practice, so as to produce the best possible 
workmanship, and thus enable us to cope with 
other competition as regards the quality and 
finish of our work.” 


BRITISH EX-SERVICE 
MEN. 


THE CASE OF TEMPORARY 
GOVERNMENT CLERKS. 

The grievances of British ex-Service men in 
the Irish Free State were discussed last night 
in Dublin at a meeting of the British Ex- 
Service Men's Temporary Clerks’ Association. 

Mr. G. O'Connell, organising secretary of 
the Association of Ex-Civil Servants, said 
that he would be giving evidence on Saturday 
before the Commission which hdd been set up 
by the Irish Free State Government to inquire 
into the grievances of Irish ex-Service men. 
The evidence prepared by his organisation 
dealt not only with the position of unem- 
ployed ex-Service men, but also with the 
position of the temporary men still in employ- 
ment. The case he was putting forward was 
that no new appointments should be made in 
Government departments until all those who 
had previously been employed had been re- 
instated. 

Individual members had recently submitted 
their cases to him. Some of them did not 
come within the terms of reference of the 
(Commission, but certainly there were others 
which he thought did come within them. He 
proposed to ask the secretary to the Commis- 
sion to allow those individual grievances to be 
put before the Commission by the members 
concerned. They should not let this oppor- 
tunity pass without substantiating the state- 
ments that had been made in the Dail. 

Mr. O’Connell complained of being brought 
over from London and being kept here for 
three or four weeks waiting to attend before 
the Commissioners. As regards compensation, 
his Association had sought legal opinion, and 
they were informed that they were entitled 
to compensation whether they were per- 
manently or temporarily employed in the 
Civil Service. That point would be made 
before the Commission, but -he considered 
that the best place to test such a point would 
be in a court of law. 

_ Individual cases were then dealt with, and 
it was decided that members who bad 
grievances should attend the Commission 
personally and give evidence.

A Link with Shakespeare. 


England has discovered a literary 
treasure, and probably will lose it almost 
in the moment of discovery. It the 
diary of the Reverend John Ward, who 
became Vicar of Stratford-on-Avon within 
thirty years from Shakespeare’s death. 
The sixteen thick pocket-books, ranging in 
date from 1648 to 1679, are in the library 
of the Medical Society of London. They

Mr. Ward, like many parsons of his time, 
was something of a medico, and he took 
a very lively interest in contemporary 
life and letters. The diary contains 
precious gossip about Shakespeare’s circle, 
and the diarist may have known many 
people who had been in contact with 
Shakespeare. Thus piety must not tempt 
us to discredit hastily this entry in the 
volume for 1661-1663: — “Shakespeare, 
Drayton and Ben Jhonson had a merry 
meeting, and itt seems drank too hard, 
for Shakespeare died of a feavour there 
contracted.” After all, he was a man of 
his time, which was a time of high think- 
ing and harddrinking. Yet, if Shakespeare 
Shared this weakness with his literary 
fellows, Parson Ward confirms the tradi- 
tion of his capacity in affairs. His 
“allowance for two plays a year was so 
large that he spent at the rate of £1,000 
a year’’—an exceedingly handsome income 
in those days. Some lucky collector yet 
may find—its present whereabouts, if it 
still exists, is unknown—Mr. Ward’s copy 
of the folio edition, with the autograph, 
“W. Shakespeare,” written on a slip of 
paper. The parson, like Samuel Pepys, 
was an ardent playgoer, and was titillated 
by social and political scandals; and the 
diary abounds in curious bits of medical 
knowledge—or ignorance. Nevertheless, 
this precious book, still unpublished, will 
be sold by auction in April. It is another 
case of res angusta domi. The Medical 
Society of London has a library of 25,000 
volumes which clamour to be rebound 
and recatalogued ; and, since Mr. Ward's 
diary is not strictly a medical book, the 
Society has decided to sacrifice it to the 
greatest good of the greatest number.

MR. JUSTICE McCARDIE'S 


LESSON FROM WAR. 


Mr. Justice McCardie and the Bishop of 
Birmingham, both ‘Old Boys” of King 
Edward’s School, Birmingham, yesterday took 
part in ceremonies at the school connected 
with the commemoration of the old 
Edwardians who served and fell in the war. 
The funds subscribed have already been 
applied in various ways, including the pro 
vision of assisted or free education at the 
school for the children of the fallen men. 
The balance has been used in the erection 
of an organ in the big school, which was

If Burns were alive to-day he would he 
the perfect film scenarist. This, in effect, 
was what Mr. Rosslyn Mitchell, Labour 
member for Paisley, said of the poet at a 
luncheon address to the Cinematograph Exhi- 
bitors’ Association Conference at Glasgow 
yesterday. burns’s life, he said, presented 
many of the features which formed the sub- 
stance of a great many film stories. The 
idea of a boy born poor, livin,; poor, and 
then catching one climpse of the world of 
luxury and riches, and passing back into 
poverty, had within it all the elements of 
colour, comedy, and tragedy which were 
desirable in a film scenario.

Mr. Mitchell asked, and he cited the odes 
to *‘ The Daisy ” and ‘‘ The Field-mouse.’’ 
Coming to sex appeal, he asked if any poet 
had provided s- many words and phrases in 
which to express the emotions which come 
from sex appeal. Sometimes he thought that 
they took sex appeal as being too much a 
part of the nature of those who 
films. “1 find,” he said, “ as many 
stories in four lines of Burns as in four reels 
of the cinematograph.”

TWENTY FAMILIES 
HOMELESS.

Distressing scenes accompanied a fire 
which broke out yesterday afternoon in 
one of a row of houses occupied by miners 
in Low Blantyre, Lanarkshire, seventeen 
dwellings being destroyed, and twenty 
families, comprising one hundred and 
eight persons, rendered homeless. 

The houses, known as Waterloo, were 
situated on the bank of the River Clyde, 
near the birthplace of. David Livingstone, 
the explorer, and consisted mostly of two 
apartments each. 

During a downpour of rain flames were 
seen issuing from one of the houses be- 
longing to a family named Cassidy. 
Fanned by a very high wind the fire 
spread rapidly, and the tenanis in the 
adjoining houses had to leave without 
making any attempt to save their be- 
longings. 

After the first alarm many of the house- 
holders and their young children rushed 
back into their homes and _ hurriedly 
dashed out with furniture and clothing. 
When the Fire Brigade arrived it was 
seen that the outbreak had a firm hold of 
the entire property, and efforts were then 
made to save whatever came first. 


SURROUNDED BY FLAMES. 

A fireman named Nicholson had a mar- 
vellous escape from death. While enter- 
ing a room to rescue an old man the roof 
fell, and he and the old man were con- 
fined within a circle of fire. The blazing 
props of the fallen house prevented their 
exit, and death seemed certain. Other 
firemen, however, immediately hacked 
their way through the burning débris and 
rescued them. 

The gale fanned the flames along the 
row, and it soon became evident that 
nothing could save the property. Men, 
women and children struggled frantically 
to save their goods, and in many cases 
the tenants had narrow escapes. 

In their anxiety to get the furniture out 
to the street they dared the flames, by 
which, however, they were driven back. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. Great 
volumes of smoke filled the air and handi- 
capped the hundreds of willing helpers 
as they strove to remove’ household 
effects. Soon the street was filled with 
stacks of furniture, carpets, pots, pans 
and other articles. 


WEEPING WOMEN AND CHILDREN. 

Gradually the fire ate its way to the 
end of the row. Meanwhile the wind was 
carrying showers of sparks and débris in 
the direction of the piles of household 
goods, and to prevent them from becom- 
ing involved the crowds of helpers began 
to remove the articles to the village hall, 
which was soon filled. 

With the exception of the fireman and 
the aged tenant no person suffered injury. 
The plight of the homeless occupants of 
the pitiable. Women and 
children were huddled by the roadside 
watching the destruction ef their homes, 
and unable in save any- 
thing. Alany were in tears. 

Efforts are being made to get temporary 
accommodation for the homeless, but as 
houses are extremely scarce—indeed, many 
are overcrowded—the difhculty will be 
great, Many miners, however, are ar- 
ranging to take in as many as possible 
until other measures can he adopted.

SCHEMES BEFORE

Though the Free State Betting Act will 
expire next November, anticipation re- 
garding the terms of the measure which 
wil] replace it is at this stage rather 
premature. The committee appointed by 
the Government to review the whole 
position of Irisl. racing and to ascertain 
the causes of its decline is still pursuing 
its inquiries, and has, I understand, 
already had the benefit of evidence sub- 
mitted by many witnesses representative 
of various phases of racing—owners, 
trainers, bookmakers and punters—while 
the report of the Irish Turf Club dealing 
with the problem is also in its hands. 

Until the recommendations of the corm- 
mittee are drafted—-probably not for a 
fortnight. at least—and submitted to Mr. 
Blythe, the Minister for Finance, it will 
not be possible to state definitely what 
shape the proposals will take. 

‘NEW SCHEME. 

From inquiries made in various quarters 
yesterday I gather that one of the main 
concerns of the Committe ts to endeavour 
to frame a scheme which will enable racing 
to regain its popularity with the ordinary 
public. With tbat object in view investi- 
gation is being made regarding the charges 
of admission to racecourser as well as 
other charges incidental to racegoers, the 
counter-attraction of greyhound racing, the 
conduct and quality of racing, the odds 
offered by bookmakers, the number of 
fixtures, and, of course, the effect of the 
entertainment and betting taxes, in 
addition to the general economic de- 
pression and changes in the habits of the 
people. 

The desirability of introducing a 
mechanical system of betting, such as is 
provided by the totalisator, also comes 
within the purview of the Committee's 
inquiries, and in this respect I learn that 
its introduction is almost certain to be 
recommended. In this regard racing men 
contend that. if the Government decide to 
adopt the ‘‘tote,’’ portion of the proceeds 
should go back to the benefit of racing by 
way of increased stakes to stimulate the 
interest of owners and trainers, and by 
abolishing the enterfainment tax as 
applied to racecourses, so as to reduce the 
cost of admission for the public. 

, THE BETTING TAX. 

The question of the abolition of 
betting tax is one upon which fhe book-, 
makers have made strong representations, 
but it is not, I understand, likely that 
their wishes in direction will be 
granted. There may, however,-be a recom- 
mendation to the effect that bookmakers 
be charged, as in other countries, a 
definite annual fee for every racecourse. 
This proposa] would, it is felt, limit the 
number of layers and give greater con- 
fidence to backers when placing their bets. 

The situation caused by the institution 
of registered starting-price betting offices 
throughout the country, especially the 
system of immediate payment on results, 
to which an amount of hostile comment 
has recent:iy been directed, is also a matter 
which concerns the Committee, not so 
much from a social point of view as from 
its effect on the attendances at race meet- 
ings. In this connection, I understand, 
some suygvestions have been made that the 
tax on bets made under such conditions 
should be increased, but how far such a 
proposal will weigh with the Committee 
remains to be seen.

The largest fortune ever recorded by the 
New York State Tax Department was left 
by Mrs Anna Harkness, the widow of the 
late Mr. Stephen Harkness, Mr. J. D. 
Rockefeller’s (senior) partner in the 
founding o: the Standard Oil Company. 

Mrs. Harkness left 107.000,000 dollars 
(£21 400,000), on which 18,000,000 dollars 
(£3,600,000) inheritance taxes have been 
paid. 

At the time of her husband’s death. 
several years ago, the estate was estimated 
at 50,006,000 dollars (£10,000,000). and 
the enormous increase is due to the con- 
sistent rise in the securities of which the 
fortune was composed, which included 
more than half a million shares of 
Common Stock in the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey. 

The son of Mrs. Harkness. who is the 
sole executor of the will and the largest 
beneficiary, will receive more than 


90,000,000 dolla-s (£18,000,000).

A CHALLENGE,

BELFAST M.P. ATTACKS 
BISHOPS. 

“The bishops of the Church of England 
have thrown down a challenge to the 
House of Commons, and 1 shall be gre atly 
surprised if it is not promptly accepted, 
said Sir Robert Lynn, M.E. for West 
Belfast, to a large meeting of women in 
Beliast last night. 

If, he added, the bishops wanted the 
freedom enjoyed by other Churches in the 
country, they could have it for the ask- 
ing ; but so long as the Church of England 
was by law established a Protestant 
Church they expected that those who were 
responsible for its government would obey 
the law. 

“The trouble in the Church of England 
at the moment is caused by ecclesiastical 
Bolshevism. It has been a gathering force 
for the last fifty years, and now it con- 
siders itself sufficiently strong to throw 
off all restraint and to defy constituted 
authority as represented by Parliament. 
For the grave situation that arisen 
the bishops are directly responsible. They 
have watched, where they have not 
actually connived at, practices in the 
Church of England that are definitely 
Roman, and which are described in the 
Thirty-nine Articles as idolatrous and 
superstitious. 

“The great difference between the 
bishons and the Commons is that members 
of the Commons have the courage of their 
convictions. whereas the bishops are so 
lacking in moral courage that I would 
not be surprised if I were told that some 
of them refrained from saying their 
prayers lest they might offence to 
the devil.”

MEXICO OPPOSES HIGH 
TARIFF WALLS.

HAVANA, Wednesday. 

Mexico to-day aligned herself with 
Argentina in asking that the Pan- 
American Conference and the Pan- 
American Union at Washington should be 
empowered to investigate the means to 
reduce, if not abolish, the high tariff walls 
in inter-American commerce. 

Senor Salvador Urbina, the Mexican 
representative, deciared that his country 
had agreed on all points with the speech 
which Senor Puyrredon, the head of the 
Argentine delegation, delivered before the 
same committee on Monday, in which, in 
addition to denouncing the excessive 
tariff, he also condemned the fixing of the 
schedule of the principle of equality in 
cost of production as unscientific, and 
most dangerous to Pan-American rela- 
tions. 

Senor Urbina lamented that the real 
fundamental economic problems facing the 
new world did not appear on the agenda 
of the Conference. ‘‘ How can Pan- 
Americanism succeed,” he asked, “ when 
economic factors which are most funda- 
mental in the relations between countries 
are ignored ?”’

KING’S SPEECH IN THE 
FRENCH CAPITAL.

From Revcrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

After a quarter of an hour’s talk with 
President Doumergue at the Elysée this 
afternoon, the King of Afghanistan, 
accompanied by his Queen and by the 
President, proceeded to the Hotel de 
Ville, where they were officially welcomed 
on behalf of the Citv of Paris, and His 
Majesty made an interesting speech on 
Franco-Afghan relations. 

King Amanullah said that the evidences 
of friendship which Paris had already 
given had gone straight to the heart of the 
Queen and himself, and would live im- 
perishably in their memories when they 
returned to their far-distant country. 
“ Franco-Afghan relations, which are so 
young, vet already so cordial and exten- 
sive, are for me, apart from their per- 
sonally agreeable aspect, a pledge for the 
future for my people.” 

- Relations between nations based on in- 
tellectual sympathy, continued the King, 
were the most durable. A great evolution 
had already taken place in Afghanistan, 
and the Afghan people were doing their 
utmost to bring themselves into harmony 
with the exigencies of modern life. It 
was the need to accomplish this task that 
impelled them towards the French people. 
‘‘ FRIENDSHIP FOR FRANCE." 

“My Government and my people have 
already given proofs of their friendship 
for France. They only ask that all the 
exchanges, both intellectual and economic, 
shall be continued and developed in our 
mutual interest.” 

King Amanullah and his Queen having 
signed a parchment commemorating the 
visit, VW. Delsol, President of the Muni- 
cipal Council, presented His Majesty with 
the Gold Medal of the City of Paris, as 
well as a big-game gun, enclosed: in a case 
bearing the King’s arms, while a dainty 
clock was offered to the Queen. 

After the reception at the Hotel de Ville 
the King and Queen returned to the Quai 
W’Orsay. There, in the special apart- 
ments reserved for Their Majesties, the 
King subsequently received the Ambassa- 
dors and Ministers of the various Powers 
represented’. in Paris, and conversed 
cordially with them. 


BANQUET BY PRESIDENT. 


This evening President Doumergue gave 
a dinner in honour of the King and Queen 
of Afghanistan. The gathering included 
the Presidents of the two Parliamentary 
Chambers, the members of the. Govern- 
ment, the Marshals of France, numerous 
French and Afghan personalities, and pro- 
minent members of the Diplomatic Corps 
in Paris. 

In proposing the toast of the health of 
the Royal guests and the prosperity of 
their country, President Doumergue 
declared that France rejoiced to welcome 
a Sovereign who, ever since his accession 
to the Throne, had unswervingly followed 
with prudence and courage a policy of 
progress in peace. 

[he President recalled the visit of the 
Afghan mission to Paris to establish the 
basis of diplomatic relations and Franco- 
Afghan collaboration in the intellectual 
sphere. He spoke of the influence ol 
French thought on Aighanistan, which had 
been illustrated by the placing of a large 
number of Afghan pupils in French 
schools. One effect of Their Majesties’ 
visit had been to stimulate economic rela- 
tions between the two countries, and the 
two Governments would always be in 
igreement in the encouragement of 
commerce to their mutual interest. 

In thanking M. Doumergue for his 
words and the other guests for the warm 
applause that had greeted them, King 
\manullah expressed pleasure at the good 
telations' existing between France and 
Afghanistan, and also at the collaboration 
of the two countries in matters of culture 
and archeological investigation. Their 
mutual desire to extend this state of affairs 
to economic matters would undoubtedly 
have results not less favourable. 

In conclusion, he paid tribute to the 
lair land of France, and drank to its 
prosperity.

OTTAWA, Wednesday. 

The second session of the sixteenth Federal 
Parliament of Canada opens on January 26th 
(to-day), and finds the relative standing of the 
parties unchanged from last session. During 
the recess the Government balanced the loss 
of a seat in Ontario with a gain in New 
Brunswick, and the present standing of

As a result of the renewed efforts’of the 
leaders in Moscow to disperse the re- 
volutionary elements in all parts of Russia 
since the exile of Trotsky and his 
colleagues, refugees are continually arriv- 
ing in Rumania.

“Those who cherished that hope have 
been rudely awakened. e fixed policy 
of the Nationalist and Sinn Fein Parties, 
as openly declared by their leaders, is to 
merge Ulster in the Free State, and 
towards that end thev are determined to 
bend all their energies and use every 
means in their power. Thus, the struggle 
fraught with so much disaster to the 
country in days gone by is to continue, Is. 
has not been sought by the Loyalists, but 
forced upon them by opponents who refuse 
to be satisfied with anything short of an. 
All-Ireland Parliament. 

é“ As was well expressed by the Prime 
Minister (Lord Craigavon), in announcing 
the intention of the Government to 
abolish the electoral system of Propor- 
tional Representation: ‘In Ulster at 
present there are two active, alert, vigorous 
parties.” One of these parties is en. 
deavouring to hold and to cling to Great 
Britain and the Empire and to maintain 
the Parliament of Northern Ireland. The 
other party is striving to cut adrift from 
everything British and from everything 
associated with the Empire, and to sub- 
merge Ulster in a Dublin Parliament. 
This exactly epitomises the local situa- 
tion. 


REPUBLICANS. 

“There is also danger of attack from thé 
Republican Party in the South. At the 
last general election in the Free State, 
de Valera received an unexpected measure 
of support. He came within five or six 
votes of defeating the Cosgrave Govern- 
ment, and, as his attitude towards Ulster 
is one of bitter hostility, his return to 
power would place the North in a posi- 
tion of the utmost gravity. 

“ Tf Northern Ireland, therefore, is té 
be saved from a catastrophe, there must 
be no apathy and no false sense of 
security on the part of the loyalists. The 
utmost care and vigilance will have to be 
exercised. What is absolutely necessary, 
above everything else, is unity on the 
part of Unionists. 

‘‘ Our opponents have shown that there 
is no peace in politics; there are only 
periods of less intense combat. Hence the 
need to educate the public and to keep 
them in close touch with those matters 
which so vitally affect their welfare; The 
loss of only seven seats would jeopardise

Mr. C. Green, Chief Ingpector, of the De- 
partment of Fisheries in the Irish Free State, 
and Mr. T. P, Farren, Inspector, opened an 
inquiry at the Fishermen's Hall, Baltimore, 
yesterday to ascertain the views of the fish- 
ing population on the making of a by-law to 
set up a close season for herring fishing last- 
ing from March lst to May 15th. g 
' Mr. Denis Nolan, Union Hall, gaid that he 
was in favour of a close season, as it would 
keep no fisherman idle; it would only safo- 
guard the interests of Irish fishermen. 

To‘ the Commissioner—In the months of 
April and May about half a dozen boats 
might be fishing for herrings for the fresh 
fish markets. He fished usually as far east 
as Queenstown, and west as far as the 
Fastnet. It would be no advantage to have a 
close season in Baltimore and to have none in 
Kinsale. 

John Cottrell, Baltimore, said that he was 
not interested in the least in the close 
season as far as Baltimore and the South 
coast was concerned, He had to go to the 
coast of Kerry for herrings and to the Isle 
of Man for mackerel fishing. He, however, 
believed that a close season would be most 
beneficial to local fishermen. 


THE SCOTCH DRIFTERS. 

Patrick O'Mahony, Glandore, said that he 
was also in favour of a close season, He 
was mackerel fishing outside Kinsale last 
year. during the last week in April, and saw 
14 Scotch drifters fishing, and saw them 
landing heavy catones of herrings. The local 
fishermen only secured ós per cwt, 
for mackerel that day, whereas they 
secured 12s, per cwt, on the previous day. 
A close season wonld eliminate all chance of 
invasion by foreign drifters. He saw no 
reason why they should not have a close 
season from the Ist March. His principal! 
reason for seeking a close season was to pre- 
vent the interference which the herring fish- 
ing would have with the mackerel fishing. 

Mr. John Sheehy, Reen, who represented 
the Castlehaven district, said that he was in 
favour of the close season, because the Scotch 
boats came over every year and fished during 
March and April on their grounds,

In celebration of the centenary of Leo 
Tolstoy’s birth, September 10th, the Govern- 
ment of the U.S.S.R. has decided in honour 
of the writer’s memory to initiate a whole 
series of cultural and public undertakings 
connected with Tolstoy’s name. In parti- 
enlar, an edition will be issued of an 
absolutely full collection of Leo Tolstoy's 
works in three series, comprising 90 vols. 
In this full collection there will be given 
some 50 vols. which will contain new and 
hitherto unpublished literary works and cor- 
respondence of the writer. 

The edition of Tolstoy’s works 
started within the’ next few months, and will 
be completed within four years. The 
Government has appointed a special Editorial 
Committee under the Chairmanship. of M. 
Tanacharsky, with the participation of 
Tolstov’s closest collaborators—Chertkov, 
Biriukoy, Gorbunov-Possadov. and the 
writer’s daughter, Alexandra Tolstoy.

The latest enterprise of the County Cork 
Farmers’ Union is the establishment of a 
Cattle Mart, the opening sale in con- 
nection with which will be held on the 
18th of April next. 

Mr. E. J. Cussen, the energetic secretary 
_of the organisation here, told me to-day 
that this step has been found necessary to 
meet the activities of what he describes as 
“ blockers’” in the loca] cattle market. 
He is very optimistic regarding the 
success Of this project, the preliminary 
arrangements for which are already well 
advanced. 

Not. alone is the presence of a large 
number of home and cross-Channel buyers 
at the sale virtually assured, but promises 
have also been made by numerous breeders 
throughout the country that they will 
enter beasts of the required first-class 
standard. 

The co-operation of the various trans- 
port companies, a necessary adjunct for 
the future success of the scheme, has been 
secured, and I am informed that a special 
boat is being provided by the City of Cork 
Steam Packet Company, Limited, for the 
conveyance of animals across the Channel. 

The Great Western Railway of England 
are providing special facilities for buyers 
proceeding to Cork for the sale, and, in 
addition, there is the fact that reduced 
rates will be charged on animals travelling 
over the Great Southern Railways to and 
from Cork in connection with the market. 

It is intended that the sales, which are

Mr, Lloyd George, who arrived at Plymouth 
yesterddy in the Blue Star liner Andalucia 
trom South America, discussed political 
prospects in an interview with a Press repre- 
sentative. He does not. expect a genera! 
election this year, 

‘IT eannot see how the Government can 
have an election this year,” he declared. 
“They have given an undertaking to carry 
through a measure extending the franchise 
to women of 21, and they are bound to put 
that through. ‘They cannot possibly have an 
election until the register, with the names 
of the aew voters upon it, is complete, and 
that seems to me to rule out an election this 
year.” 

On being told that some of the newspapers 
were predicting an inclusion in the Franchise 
Bill of a provision to disefranchise persons 
who received Poor Law relief, Mr. Lloyd 
George said that it would be a monstrous 
thing to do.. '' What it means is disfranchis- 
ing the unemployed. The allowance to the 
unemployed is quite inadequate to keep body 
and soul together, and the Guardians must 
supplement it. It would be a monstrous 
thing to disfranchise people who 
have been obliged to resort .to the 
Poor Law because of conditions over which 
they have no control. Those men are only 
too anxious to work if they are given a 
chance. ' 

A “ DO-NOTHING ' GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Lloyd George stated that he did not 
expect a particularly interesting legislative 
programme from the Government in the new 
session of Parlhament. 

When a political friend who had come down 
from London to meet him mentioned that 


there were rumours that the Poor Law Reform | 


Bill and the Factories Bill would be kept out 
of the Government's programme, Mr. Lloyd 
George retorted, “ Well, they are a Conser- 
vative Government. That is what they are 
there fór—to do nothing. The real point 
against them is that they do nothing very 
badly.’’ 

Mr. Amery’s reference, in.a speech in 
Canada. suggesting the possibility -of a 
development in the Imperial preference 
keenly interested Mr. Lloyd 
George. ‘‘Joe Chamberlain laid it down 
that you cannot grant an 
preference, unless you tax raw materials or 
foods. Does Mr. Amery mean that he is 
going to have a duty on corn, or that he is 
going to tax wool? Joe knew what he was 
talking about.” 

Mr. Lloyd George mentioned that he was 
ashore in Braail for only four or five days, 
and that, as the guest of the Government, he 
was received with extraordinary cordiality.

DRINK AND TOBACCO. 
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CHANGING TASTES IN BRITAIN 

The tastes of the average Briton are under- 
going an important change. He is beginning 
to drink imperially, and to smoke imperiallv. 

The Board of Trade statistics for 1927 
throw an interesting light on this silent 
revolution. During the past two years the 
imports of foreign wines decreased by 
728,532 gallons, while the imports of Empire 
wines, mainly from Anstralia and South 
Africa, increased. by 150 per cent., or 
1,459,149 gallons. 

We drink three times as much Australian 
wine as we did two years Meanwhile, 
the imports of brandy, rum and gin from 
foreign sources have also gone down con- 
siderably. 

So far as tobacco is concerned. the gyrowing 
popularity of Empire tobacco is shown bv 
the fact that its imports have more than 
doubled during the last two years.’ In 1925 
the amount of unmanufactured Empire 
tobacco imported was 19 million lbs. ; in 1926
